As Extra Session of tiif. Legislature. 
The Governor has determined to convene tlie 
Legislature in extraordinary ses.sion, in Frank- 
fort, on the 17th of January next. The pur- 
pose, as eijirc.sscd in the proclamation, 
is to take into consideration the inter- 
ests of tlie Commonwealth, as the same may 
be involved in or connected with the present 
distracted coudition of our common country. 
The 17th is the earliest practicable day for 
the assembly of the Legislature, as less inter- 
vening time would not be sufficient to carry 
the notice to the most distant portions of the 
State. Before the 17th we trust tliat events 
will have sufficiently pointed out the attitude 
of the State to relieve us of all distractions or 
dissensions in our own councils. Eight States 
will then be out of the Union. The Legislatures 
of four or five others will have been iu sc.s.sion 
bng enough to develop their policy, and Ken 



States agrieved, to preserve their sovereignty, 
vindicate tlieir rights, and protect their citizens. 

In order to a clear understanding of the appro- 
priate remedy, it may be proper to consider the 
rights and duties both of tlic Stale and citizen 
under the federal compact, as well as tlic wrongs 
done and tlireatened. 

I tliercfure submit for tlie consideration of your 
Excellency, the following propositions, which 1 
liojH! will command your assent ami approval: 

1. The people are the source of all political 
pow er, and the primary object of all good govern- 
ments is to protect tlie citizen in the enjoyment of 
life, liberty, and property; and wlienever any 
form of government becomes destructive of tliese 
end.", it is tlie inalienable right, and the duty of 
the }>eople. to alter, or abolish it. 

2. The e(|uality of all the States of tliis Con- 
federacy, as w ell as the equality of rights of all 
tlie citizens of tlie respective Stales under the 
Federal Con.stituticn. is a fundamental principle 
in tlie scheme of the Federal Govenimenl. The 
Union of these Slates under tiie Constitution was 
formed " to establish justice, insure domestic 
tranquility, provide for tlie common defense, pro- 
mote the general w elfare, and secure tlie ble.ss- 
ingsof liberty to lier citizens and their po.steriiy,” 
and when it is perverted to tlie destruction of the 
equ.alily of the States, or substantialiy fails to 
accomplish tlicse ends, it fails to aeliieve tlic pnr- 
[Kises of its creation, and ouglit to be dissolved. 

3. The Federal Government results from a 
compact entered into between separate sovereign 
and independent States, called tlie Constiiulioii 
of tlie United States, and amendments thereto.

Washington, Dec. 30. — As it was never stipu- 
lated or agreed by ttie President that the troops 
should be withdrawn from the forts around 
Charleston harbor, the Administration does not 
consider it is under any obligation to do so. As 
to the request of the South Carolina Commission- 
ers for the restoration of the military status, this 
is considered by the larger portion of the Cabin- 
et us impossible. Secretaries Floyd, Thompson 
and Thomas, who hold the Constitutional right 
of sece:=sion, were separate on the Carolina ques- 
tion from their Cabinet associates. There was 
no positive decision at the meeting yesterday, al 
though the prospect is certainly not favorable to 
the Commissioners, and this statement is 
strengthened by the fact that yesterday Secretary 
Floyd resigned his office. It is said that Scc>e- 
tary Thompson would also have resigned were it 
not that the investigation pending concerning the 
affairs of the Interior Department demands an 
investigation, which he nsked for in vindication 
of his own honor and integrity. The report pre- 
vails that Secretary Thomas has resigned, but ibis 
results from his indecUiou as to whether be shall 
remain in the Cabinet, and his generally believed 
earnest sympathy with Secretary Floyd. 

The ground assigned for Secretary Floyd’s re- 
signation was the refusal or delay of the President 
to consent to an order withdrawing the troops 
from F'ort Sumter. In the Secretary’s opinion 
this was incumbent on the Administration from 
the following circumstances: With a rnutu&l de- 
sire to avoid civil war and bloodshed, it had been 
agreed by the Administration that there should 
be no change in the condition of things in 
Charleston hatbor; and by South Carolina that 
she would make no attack on the troops or prop- 
erty of the United States. The movement of 
M.ij. Anderson was a violation of this rolemo 
agreement, which could not be repaired except 
by withdrawing the troops, which measure was 
thus demandeil by the honor of the Government. 
While both branches of Congreas are engaged in 
endeavors to settle the sectional controversies, it 
was deemed the duty of the Government to main- 
tain relations of peace with the Southern States.

This is 
the only damage done to the fortification, further 
than the cutting down of the fiug-stiiff and break- 
ing up of the ammunition wagons to form ram- 
parts on the wails of the Fort.
